AT OAKLEY _ 


Licutenant-Colonel E. Woodhouse, .reporting to the Minister’ 
of Transport on his inquiry into a L.M.S. railway collision at 
Onkley Junction, near Bedford, on January 22, when three lives 
were lost and 46 people were: injured, states that the accident re- 
sulted from o series of crrors on the part of Signalman J, Finnerty, 
-| followed by. Driver H. J..Hudson's. failure to obey signals quickly 


enough. The report was issued 


The collision was between the 2.10 
p.m, -express passenger train from 
St. Pancras to Bradford and a 
statlonary empty carriage train. The 
express ran pust the junction signals 
nt danger, and was diverted on to 
the Northampton branch Une, where 
it came into head-on collision with 
the engine of the statlonary train 
at a speed which, it is estimuted, had 
been reduced to about 25 m.ph. 


Atter blaming the signalman and 
the driver’ of the express, Colonel 
Woodhouse udds, thut the accident 
would not have occurred if Guard 
Turner had been more expeditious in 
his preparations to shunt the leading 
nine coaches of the empty train from 
the branch line into a siding.’ He 
expresses the view that responsibility 
for the aceldent must be borne 
mainly by Signalman Finnerty, but 
finds that Driver Hudson was less 
ulert than he should have been, and 
must share with the signalman the 
responsibility, While he does not 
consider that Guard Turner should 
be blamed for excess of caution or 
that he could be held responsible in 
any way for the accident, he: un- 
wittingly contributed to the chain of 
events which brought it ubout. 


Finnerty Is aged 42, with 12 years’ 
experience as, a signalmon, and a 
good record hitherto. Hudson’s age 
is 48. He has nine years’ driving 
experience and a good record. 


REGULATIONS CONTRAVENED 


The report states: —"Finnerty's 
first failure was his omission to 
send the blocking back signal to 
Bromham when he set the facing 
points for the branch, This would 
not have prevented the signilmon 
there from offering the express to 
him, but if the block indicator had 
been at “Train on Line” at the time, 
I think that this might have remind- 
ed Finnerty to re-set the points for 
the main line before he accepted the 
traln. Noxt, his actlon in accepting 
the express with the prescribed 
quarter-mile over-run occupicd was 
inexcusable, as was his failure to 
remedy this blunder by cancelling 
the acceptance when he found him- 
self unable to re-set the facing 
points, The express was offered to 


recently. : 


him some four minutes before Its 
arrival, and must have then been 
over four miles away; if he had 
acted promptly there was ample time 
for it to be stopped at Bromham. 


“Moreover, it is clear that the state- 
ment that he did not bolt the facing 
points on the last occasion when he 
set them for the branch was In- 
correct, This is proved by the evi- 
dence of the two men, Dunham and 
Wilson, who saw No, 22 lever in the 
reversed position, quite apart from 
the ‘fact that that lever alone Js 
locked ‘over’ by occupation of track 
circuit No. 886. Therefore, as a lost 
resort, he could have used the senled 
release to enable him to restora the 
lever when he found that Driver 
Cox (driver of the stationary train) 
was unnble to set back far enough 
to clear the track circuit, though 
ndmittedly the instructions are word- 
ed to the effect that the relense 1s 
only to be used if the track circuit 
is unoccupled. 


“Finnerty's actions after finding 
that No, 22 tever was Immovable can 
be explained in two ways, Elther 
he lost his head when confronted 
with this unexpected occurrence, or 
else, realizing his error in accepting 
the train, he hoped to conceal It and 
so to avoid the inquiries which 
would have resulted if he had sent 
the ‘Obstruction Danger’ signal to 
Bromham, or-if he had used the 
sealed release, His excuse that he 
expected the express to stop at his 
home signals shows an entire dis- 
regard of the safety principles em- 
bodied in the Block Telegraph 
Regulations 4 and 19A. J regard his 
contravention of these regulations, 
which are straightforward and clear- 
ly worded, as a most serious matter. 


“Wiih regard to Driver. Hudson's 
failure to stop the express, the point 
at which he sald that he saw the 
distant slgnuls and applied the brake 
fully fs 1,341 yards from that at 
which the collision occurred, ot a 
speed of some 26 miles an ‘hour, 
Judging by the extent of the damuge. 
Allowing for the perlod that would

"Having regard to these figures, I 
om of opinion that while Hudson 
might not have been able to stop at 
the home signals 1,003 yards from the 
point at which he sald that he ap- 
pled the brakes, he ought to have 
succeeded in doing so within the 
avallable distance of 1,341 yards un- 
less hls speed was considerably In 
excess of his estimate of 70 m.p.h., 
even if the steam broke.on the en- 
gine did not respond lmmedlately 
owing to condensatlon, Morcover, 
he had been unable to pick out the 
distant signals at long range, over 
the steelwork of the vinduct, and he 
presumably knew that the distance 
separuting them from the home sipf- 
nals had been criticized as insume 
clent. Therefore, as he was travell- 
ing fast, it seems surprising that he 
did'not take the earliest possibte op- 
portunity of observing them when 
they came into clear view through 
the vinduct, some 60 yards before 
reaching the point at which he said 
that he saw them; carliecr action on 
his part, even to that small extent, 
would have lessened the force of the 
collsion considerably. Mts violence 
suggests that an explanation of 
Hudson's failure to stop |s contained 
In his admission that he expected 
the home signal. to be lowered for 
him when the train drew near to it, 
enabling him to run forward to the 
starting signot 805 yards beyond it 

- « If this explanation Is the cor- 
rect one, It ts possible that the brake 
Was not applied with full force until 
he realized that the home — signal 
Was not going to be lowered, and this 
would account for the speed at which 
the train entered the branch." 


SUGGESTED SAFEGUARDS 


Coloncl Woodhouse remarks that a 
Jonger view of the distance ‘signals 
would probubly have prevented the 
accident.

He suggested that the remedies 
must lic partly in a change of out- 
look and partly in the provision of 
material assistance along the lines 
of family endowment, 

“On the material side."” Mr. Harrod 
declared, “I propose fumily endow- 
ment on a gencrous scale. If every 
child had to be endowed, the burden 
would be very great, but there {Is 
much to be sald for concentrating 
the endowment on the third, fourth 
and other children. By this plan” a 
moderate insurance levy on all adults 
would secure very generous benefit 
during the period of child de- 
pendence, 

“lam in favour of an insurance, 
rather than an outright endowment 
scheme; first, because an endowment 
scheme generous enough to be 
effective would be an excessive bur- 
den on national finance;second, be- 
cause it is Important that the scheme 
should be graded according to in- 
come. “An insurance scheme would 
either be national or be started picce- 
meal by industry or groups of firms.” 


POVERTY AMID PLENTY 


The modern economic system of 
distribution was severely criticised 
at the Liberal Summer Schoo} this 
morning by Major L. Urwick, former- 
ly Director of the International 
Management Institute at Geneva, 

“At present,” he said, “there is an 
urgent demand for a greater degree 
of consclous planning in our economic 
life. Why should millions of people 
remain unemployed while the needs 
of many millions more remain un- 
satisfied? 

“St sounds like lunacy, but I bee 
lieve that collective ignorance of our 
own behaviour ag consumers is really 
responsible. What is lacking at the 
moment is knowledge of consumer 
habits in the ordering of the distri- 
butive part of life. 

“The basic facts of what people 
want, when they want it, where they 
want it, how much they want and 
why (hey want it are: shrouded in 
ulmost complete obscurily. So we 
have the paradox of poverty in the 
midst of plenty, Which Is-essentially 
a problem of adjusting our methods 
of distribution to the requirements 
of mechanical production. 

“The machines are our masters be- 
cnuse we are Incapable of seeing what 
can be done and what cannot be done 
if the machines are to function effec- 
tively.” : 

The core’ of the problem, added 
Major Urwick, was to. restore to the 
producer the knowledge of his rmar- 
ket which existed in the old handi- 
craft days. 

Thls raised the question - whether 
present forms of distributive -ma- 
chinery could provide the Information 
required. , : 

“On general grounds the answer 
is ‘No, " he concluded. “We have 
no census of distribution in the great 
majority of trades, :

QUESTION OF 
ECONOMY 


Sir Edward Beatty, in his 
presentation to the Senate Com- 
mittee of the Canadian Govern- 
ment on the subject of the rail- 
way problem of the Dominion, 
has advanced proposals which 
deserve the consideration of 
every taxpayer who is anxious 
for some relief from.a burden 
which is now so unduly heavy. 
In a-word, Sir Edward's desired 
solution of the problem is 
unification. This does ‘not mean 
the amalgamation of the two 
transcontinental lines; it simply 
means one management so that 
the necessary economies can be 
effected. There would be no re- 
arrangement of capital, no 
guarantees to be given to one 
railway company at the expense 
of the other, no transfer of 
ownership. Under unification 
the Canadian National would 
remuin government-owned and 
the Canadian Pacific privately- 
owned. But there would be 
only one administration. — It 
would be in the hands of. the 
company which has proved its 
efficiency in this direction, and 
out of the contro] af authorities 
which have proved, to put it 
mildly, something less com- 
petent. : 

The advantages of unified 
control are summarised. by_ the 
President of the C.P.R.. They 
include considerable relief for 
the taxpayers, The savings 
would leave both railway com- 
panics in a better position “to 
carry on the inevitable proccss 
of remodeling, modernising and 
improving the railway services 
of the Dominion.” Unification 
would stabilise the railway 
industry. It would enable rail- 
way workers to be engaged in 
a sound instead of an unsound 
economic condition. It would 
remove railway transportation 
from ‘the political field. , 

_ Sir Edward ' has -emphasised 
before the Senate Committee his 
belief that, under unification, 
annual savings of Canadian $75,- 
300,000 could be reqlised by the 
railways. . He has illustrated 
how this is possible. Up to the. 
present no solution, rpart from 
unification, hag been .offercd for 
the railway problem, save that 
of co-operation to effect desir 
able economies. So-called co- 
operation has been attempted for 
some years past with  Infini- 
tesimal results, and the fact is 
that such co-operation is hin- 
dered in all direetions by political 
considerations. It is difficult to 
sce how it could be made to work 
any better ‘in the future. “Uni- 
fication,” says Sir Edward, “is a 
general plan which, once adopted: 
in principle at the executive 
eentre, is. then carried out 
throughout the railway system,

yood material for a budding corsair, 
and he therefore took him_ more or 
less into his confidtncee.

He had evidently just got in from some 
piratical excursion, and his dirty, 
unkempt appearance, , and the ad- 
ditional circumstance ‘that he was 
deep in conversation with a Chinese 
boatman on the water-front was 
enough for un English constable 
who was patrolling there to arrest 
him as a suspicious character, Fur- 
ther enquiries by:the Acting Chief of 
Police, Mr. Grand-Pre confirmed the 
suspicions of the constable and he 
was brought to trial’ under charge 
of suspected piracy Saturday, 
July 4, 1857. His cuse was 
naturally cnough considered an 
extremely important one; for his was 
of any European being 
charged with this crime. Conse- 
quently, upon the day. in which the 
cuse was heard, the Supreme Court

Break-Up Of The Gangs 


The trinl of Wong A-kee and his 
partner Wong A-tung was held on 
Wednemlay, September 2, 1857, The 
prosecutor was Mr. Henry Kingsmill, 
the Acting” Attorney General, while 
the defence was conducted by Mr. 
John Day for the first prisoner and 
Mr. F. W. Green, for the ‘second. 
One may Imagine the interest that 
attached to this case; fer the two 
Wongs were reputed to be the pirate 
leaders ‘par excellence’ of all the 
gangs of pirates which Infested the 
coastal waters ot that tlme.

pounds. Bi Boggs who had been 
convicted in the July, sessions wis 
brought In to testify, and lils evidence 
while not remarkable perhaps had 
something to do with influencing the 
jury In its decision. The most im- 
portunt, turn in the case, however, 
was the-statement made by Dr. D. R. 
Caldwell who said: 

“1 wish to state upon oath, that £ 
have no connection, either by udop- 
tlon; murrluge, or blood, with A-kee, 
the first prisoner.” 

The offshot of the case was that 
the jury upon retiring brought In a 
verdict of guilty 5 to 1 in case of 
the first prisoner, and unanimously 
in the instance of the second. They 
were then sentenced to 16 years’ 
transportation. 

After the close of the sensational 
cases of Elk Boggs and the two 
Wongs, piracy in the Colony speedity 
declined, and although there: have 
been occasional attempts they have 
been entirely sporadic; for the days 
of well-organised gangs under the 
lendership of powerful chieftains are 
Jong since past. 

*Lorcha, This was oo nime 
formerly applied to a type of sailing 
vessel once common in the waters 
of the Colony. The bouts were de- 
signed on a foreign” pattern, but 
were rigged after the manner of a 
typical Chinese junk. The most 
celebrated vessel of the type was the 
lorcha Arrow, Whose selzure at. 
Canton, preciptated the second war 
with China (1857).

While maintaining that \ne Chinese 
jnilltary suthoritics have not. yet 
given up hope of holding Mahweillling, 
the strategic city overlooking Tchan 
on the Kjuklang-Nanchang Hallway, 
n Chinese spokesman admitted —to- 
day that the main body of Chnese 
troops withdrew on Saturday niynt, 
leaving only one brigade to defend 
the town. 

A desperate battle is 
lng around Mahweiling,

The spokesman admits thnt con- 
sidernble confusion exists following 
the Japanese penctration_ on Friday 
of a weak sector in the Chinese left 
wing defended’ by Szechunn troops. 
It is said that this penetration has 
enabled the Japanese to occupy the 
Mahwelling Railway Station and 
thus threaten the Chinese rear. 

In order to avoid being trapped the 
main body of the Chinese troops 
withdrew ond has now succeeded In 
forming a new line to the north of 
Tehun, “Key City" to Nanchang: 

Slmultancously, i powerful Chli- 
nese column south-west of Juichant 
has launched a vigorous attack on the 
Japanese bank, recapturing, Ming 
shan, an important point north-west 
of Mahweiling ond thercby isolating 
the Japanese column now Investing 
the Jatter town, 


Now Hope Of Success 


“This hus. completely changed the 
complexion of the battle," states the 
spokesman, “for It fives the Chinese 
forces new hope of being nble to hold 
Mahweiling,”* 

The Chinese command immediately 
rushed troops up to hold Mingshan 
in order to prevent further Japanese 
reinforcements from reaching Mah- 
welling through the broken Chinese 
left’ wing. 

Chinese troops from Tehan and 
Mahwelling are now trying to sur- 
round the dupanese at Mahjvelling 
Station. 


Still Hold City 


A telephone message received this

A sensational story regarding 
alleged = Polish overtures’ to 
Rumania with respect to the 
passage of Soviet troops through 
the “Polish Corridor” appears in 
this morning’s Daily Express. 

According to this newspaper's cor- 
respondents, Polund has suggested to 
Rumanin that the Intter country 
should abrosyate certain treaties with 
Soviet Russin and refuse to provide 
facilities for the transfer of troops 
from Soviet to Czecho- 
Slovakia. In return for this conces- 
sion Poland will guarantee Rumania 
ogainst aggression. 

Significance it attached to this 
report by reason of the fact that it 
would appear to be an attempt to 
break the Soviet-Rumanian entente 
and thus deprive Czecho-Slovakia of 
any help from Soviet Russia, unless 
the latter Invades Rumania or, Poland 
to secure passage for her troops, 

Soviet Russian is completely isolated 
from Czecho-Slovakia by the Inter- 
vening countries of Rumania and 
Poland and Hungary, the latter being. 
hostile to Russia. 

Such a step as that indicated in the 
Daily Express report would be in 
keeping with the Pollsh policy of 
establishing a neutral bloc separating 
the Soviet Union and Germany. 

The Sunday Times, however, has 
reported that Rumania has already 
ranted the Soviet Union permission 
to send military planes across her 
territory in the event of war. 

Should the report in the Daily 
Express be correct, It Indicates that 
neyotintions between Warsaw and 
Bucharest are still In progress and 
that here Js a possibility of ultImately 
prevailing upon Rumania to remain 
strictly neutral should Germany

Sir Edward Beatty, in his 
presentation to the Senate Com- 
mittee of the Canadian Govern- 
ment on the subject of the rail- 
way problem of the Dominion, 
has advanced ‘proposals which 
deserve the consideration of 
every taxpayer who is anxious 
for some relief from a burden 
which is now so unduly heavy. 
In a word, Sir Edward’s desired 
solution of the problem is 
unification. This does not mean 
the amalgamation of the two 
transcontinental lines; it simply 
meang one management so that 
the necessary economies can be 
effected. There would be no re- 
arrangement of capital, no 
guarantees to be given to one 
railway company at the expense 
of the other, no transfer of 
ownership. Under unification 
the - Canadian .National. would 
remain ‘government-owned and 
the Canadian Pacific privately- 
owned. But there would be 
only one administration. It 
would bo in the hands of the 
company which. has proved its 
efficiency in this dircction, and 
out of the control of authorities 
which have proved, to put it 
mildly, something less com- 
petent. ' 

The advantages of unified 
control are summarised by the 
President of the C.P.R. They. 
include considerable relief for 
the .taxpayers. The savings 
would leave both railway com- 
panies in a better position ‘to 
carry on tho inevitable process 
of remodeling, modernising and 
improving the railway services 
of the Dominion.” — Unification 
would stabilise the railway 
industry. It would enable rail- 
way workers to be engaged in 
au sound instead of an unsound 
economic condition.

History, however, has largely 
clenred Mr. Caldwell of the charges 
in the main, although there yet re- 
midns a susplelon that he was mixed 
up with Wong A-kee and his gang 
more than he dared to nodmit; .for 
there is evidence that the two had 
something in common, os Wong on 
the day of his arrest boldly offered 
$25 to be taken to see Mr. Caldwell 
and $1,000 for his escape, 


Break-Up Of The Gangs 

The trial of Wong A-kee and his 
partner. Wong A-tung was held on 
Wednesday, September 2, 1857. The 
prosecutor was Mr. Henry Kingsmill, 
the Acting Attorney General, while 
the defence was conducted by Mr. 
John Day for the first prisoner ond 
Mr. F. W. Green, for the second, 
One may imnogine the interest that 
atthched to this cise; for the two 
Wongs were reputed to be the pirate 
leaders par excellence of oll. the 
gangs of pirates which infested the 
coustal waters at that time. Under 
their direction hundreds of successful 


raids had been made upon peaceful . 
shipping, and the .booty captured 
must have run into thousands of 
pounds, El! Boggs who had > been 
convicted in the July sessions was 
brought In to testify, and’ hls evidence 
while not remarkable perhaps, had 
something to do with influencing the 
jury in its decision, The. most, im- 
portant turn Jn the case, however, 
was the statement made by Mr. D. R. 
“Caldwell who sald: 

“Y wish to state upon onth, that I 
have no-connection,.cither. by adop- 
thon, marringe, or blood, with A-kee, 
the first prisoner.” ; 

The offshot of the case was that 
the jury upon retiring brought Ina 
verdict of guilty G6 to 1 in caso’ of 
the first prisoner, and unanimously 
In the instance’ of the second. They 
were then sentenced to 15 years’, 
transportation. 

After the close of the sensational 
enses of EM Boggs and the, two 
Wongs, piracy in the Colony speedlly 
declined, and although there hove 
been occasional attempts they have 
been entirely sporndic; for the days 
of well-organised gangs under the 
leadership of powerful chieftains are 
long since past. . 

*Lorcha, This was a nume 
formerly applied to a type of sailing 
vessel onc¢ common in the waters 
of the Colony. The boats were de- 
simmed on a foreign pattern, but 
were rigged after the manner of a 
typical “Chinese junk, The most 
celebrated vessel of the type was the 
lorcha Arrow, whose! seizure at 
Canton, preciplinted. the second war 
with China (1857).

WESTWARD direct flights

To-day it is particularly interest- 
ing to compare the Focke-Wulf with 
a new British oir Uner, ‘the D.H. 
Albatross, which on Sept. ft or. soon 
after is to fly te Montreal from Hat- 
field) vin Colinstown, Ireland, and 
Hattics Camp, Newfoundland. 


ALBATROSS TYPE 


The Albatross type is a. four- 
engined land acroplane designed for 
the Atluntic experiments, It has 
approximately the same max!lmum 
and cruising speeds as the Focke- 
Wulf.
